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Pastor Of Feeding Hills Congregational Church 

Lends Helping Hand In Honduras 


Hurricane “Mitch” from 1998 had a devastating 
impact on w/hole villages of the Central American 
country of Honduras, already one of the poorest 
nations in our hemisphere. 

Reverend Rob Donaldson, pastor of Feeding Hills 
Congregational Church, recently returned from a 10- 
day trip to Honduras. 

Through the United Church of Christ/Disciples of 
Christ's Common Global Ministries, in partnership 
with the Evangelical Churches of Honduras, teams 
have been building housing for the people hardest hit 
by the huricane. 

In the area where Reverend Donaldson worked, 
water had been dumped so heavily by “Mitch" that two 
separate rivers converged, leaving the farmland 
immersed under five feet of water/ Rev. Donaldson 
and others worked in a village called Robles. These 
people had to live on a levee for three months, with 
supplies flown in to them by helicopter (while they 
w^ted for the waters to recede). 

"Even though the land eventually dried up enough 
^or these villagers to plant crops, there was nothing 
left of their homes. The government of Honduras had 
not done anything for theSe people, even 2-1/2 years 
after Mitch. So churches, through their leaders and 
people, found it necessary to be good neighbors to 
the Hondurans. 

Rev. Donaldson was among a team from 
Massachusetts to make the trip to Honduras. Theirs 
was the last of four teams to work in Robles.

Proposed dormitories by C & E Tobacco are caus¬ 
ing a stir in Feeding Hills. 

The company, headed by Calvin Arnold, wants to 
build a dormitory on the property to house migrant 
workers during the months of April through October. 
Some residents of the area have voiced concerns and 
several cited noise disturbance as a major issue, 
among others. 

“My main concern is noise,” said Michael Marieb, a 
Karen Lynn Circle resident. “The workers don’t all 
work, right were the dormitory will be and they’re 
trucked off-site, sometimes at 4:30 a.m.. If you have 
your windows open, a truck or bus going by will wake 
you up.” 

Marieb stressed that there are a variety of other 
reasons that Karen Lynn Circle residents, who will be 
neighbors to the dormitory, are opposed to the pro¬ 
posed building.

the Feeding Hills Congregational Church Parish, Rev. 
Donaldson wrote, “We stayed In a motel at night, then 
traveled the 20 miles, mostly down a one-lane dirt and 
mud road to the Robles work site. In 90 minutes each 
morning. When we arrived, the villagers had already 
been hard at work for several hours. Judging by... the 
way things looked. 

“We put In our time, calling It a day by about 4:00 
p.m. so we could get back down that one-lane road 
before dark. (The roads are not lit at all.) The villagers 
kept working until they couldn’t see the nails they 
were trying to hammer.” 

Working With The “North Americans”... 

During an extended lunch break, through transla¬ 
tors, American team members asked how these peo¬ 
ple felt about working with the North Americans. It 
amazed Rev. Donaldson that “...these people, who 
worked from dawn to dark, worried that we thought 
they weren’t working hard enough!” 

When asked what they need in addition to housing, 
they mentioned spades, hoes, machetes, rakes, 
seeds, fertilizer - the basics for gardening. 

One of the villagers told Rev. Donaldson that in his 
deepest hopes he never thought he could have such 
a nice house with such a nice roof, and that having 
these homes seemed like a dream to him. 

“As we were leaving, this man came to me,” Rev. 
Donaldson related. “Though he knew little English, he 
said just one word to me: ‘Friend.’ I knew few Spanish 
words, but was able to respond with, ‘Si, Amigo.’” 

Honduras is a tropical, jungle-like environment. 
The government did make some infrastructural 
repairs after the onslaught of Hurricane “Mitch,” like 
replacing roads, but it does nothing about housing, 
according to Rev. Donaldson.

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“There will also be a maintenance facility closer to 
Northwest Street that will house tractors and store 

diesel fuel, he said. “There’s concern that the fuel will 
be a fire hazard." 

The high water table in that area is also an issue. 
Some people are worried that the septic systems that 
will be installed for the 24-person dorm might cause 
problems. 

“Others are concerned that because the workers 
are not residential families and they have no person¬ 
al transportation. They wonder what sort of recreation 
will be provided or will they be roaming the streets," 
Marieb said. 

Arnold admitted at a Planning Board meeting that 
traveling vendors come to the dormitories every 
Saturday night to sell goods, Marieb said. Arnold’s 
seasonal workers are currently housed in Enfield. 
Conn. 

“It’s very quiet here. This is a quality of life issue," 
he added. 

Marieb and others were alarmed to find out about 
the proposed housing. 

“It was a well kept secret,” he said. 

Since Karen Lynn Circle residents are not direct 
abutters - a small parcel of land is between the street 
and the property Arnold leases - they did not need to 
be notified. 

Mayor Richard A. Cohen has recieved many phone 
calls from residents complaining about the dormitory 
and asked for a special meeting for residents and the 
Planning Board. However, the Mayor said he has no 
say in the matter. 

“It is solely up to the Planning Board,” Cohen said. 

Director of Planning Deborah Dachos said that the 
site plan has been reviewed by professional staff and 
comments were sent to Arnold. 

“A week from this Thursday (April 5th) the board 
may take action," Ms. Dachus said.

Sewerless Neighborhoods In Feeding Hills 
Watch Connection Prices Soar

Although plans to add areas of Feeding Hills to 
Agawam’s sewer system have been discussed for 
nearly three decades, action has finally been taken on 
the project. 

“We’ve hired Tighe & Bond at $75,000 to design a 
sewer update in Feeding Hills,” said Mayor Richard 
A.Cohen. “Once the design is completed - in a time 
frame of about six to 10 months, hopefully, we’ll be 
able to look at the cost of phasing.” 

The entire project is estimated to cost $30 million, 
an increase of $22 million since a design was first pro¬ 
posed back in 1972. 

“That is a lot of money" said Town Councilor 


Joseph Mineo, a Feeding Hills resident. “The only way 
we can possibly get it done is in phases.” 

According to Mineo,. the Westfield-based Tighe & 
Bond offered some alternative, less costly options 
including adding community septic tanks that would 
be shared by neighborhoods. 

“That is taking the expense away from the home- 
owners, but it’s not solving the problem. It’s a band- 
aid approach. 

“It would be less costly now but more costly down 
the road. I’d like to just fix the problem once and for

Philomena Mercadante, An 
Amazing Woman Remembered 

(Nov. 22, 1910-March 21, 2001) 


To The Editor: 

Over the past week or two, I think all of us have 
reflected on the life of this amazing woman, and on 
the ways she touched us, as our mother...grandmoth¬ 
er..great-grandmother...as the center which held this 
family together, and kept it whole. 

We all have our own personal stories and memo¬ 
ries that come from different times and places over 
<=the course of her life...but it seems like there are cer¬ 
tain constants that pervade them all, even in the time 
after confusion beset her mind. Those are the quali¬ 
ties that make her our own Philomena. 

There was, for example, her generosity of spirit— 
whether it was a giving of her time and energy to help 
us succeed at our goals, or a giving of her creative tal¬ 
ents—we all have a beadwork Christmas ornament, 
or a knitted blanket, made or given with just us in 
mind.d. 

Whenever the kids would visit her place in 
Pheasant Hill, she would always send them off with 
whatever treats she had stocked in the freezer—even 
in her last months with us, she saw her visitors off with 
a banana from breakfast, or some small thing she had 
saved, to make sure no one ever left her empty-hand¬ 
ed.. 

She also had a remarkably adventurous nature, 
and the bravery and curiosity to go with it. Her hus¬ 
band used to say that if a bus stopped at the end of 
the driveway, she would Jump onto it and ask where it 
was going later! If there was a place she wanted to 
see, she went and saw it—everywhere from Hawaii to 
Italy to Vegas...and, of course, she often took the train 
back to New York to see Grandma Lucci and the rest 
of her family and friends in Little Italy.. 

Then there were her stories; perhaps her richest 
legacy to us. She would sit and tell the most wonder¬ 
ful stories, with such enthusiasm and skill, that we 
could not help but hang on her every word...stories 
about her life, her childhood...about growing up on 
Mott St., around the corner from Chinatown. 

She told how her stepfather would send her down 
there to the restaurant to get his dinner in the middle 
of the night, where the owners were nice to her and 
gave her bags of fried noodles left over from the 
day—"cookies,” she called them. She would tell about 
her stepfather’s bootlegging business, fronted as a 
barber shop in the Bowery District, and how his busi¬ 
ness eventually brought that city girl out to the little 
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principal. Arguably, the two most important adminis¬ 
trative jobs in the Agawam Schools. And here we are, 
faced with finding new people to fill them. 

What to do? Well, a few published reports stated 
that a national search committee would be formed to 
find a new superintendent. This will undoubtedly 
include printing want ads in professional trade publi¬ 
cations, major regional newspapers, and (most likely) 
over the Internet. 

Hey, how about running the ad in the local news¬ 
paper - The Agawam Advertiser News? 

This statement is issued with a straight face - no 
fooling around here. Advertising for the two jobs 
somewhere in the pages of your friendly, hometown 
newspaper only serves to illustrate the most important 
point of all - those who hold the authority to fill these 
two jobs need only look in their own back yard. 

Inside our Agawam School System, there has to be 
persons holding the necessary credentials to lead our 
High School. Furthermore, there is someone out there 
in our school system who can take the reins from 
Ameruoso and do an excellent job as the town’s chief 
educator. 

In the case of the High School principal, the call is 
the superintendent’s and the superintendent’s alone. 
Oh, sure. There will be a search committee formed to 
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find Cavallo’s replacement. Meetings will be held to 
decide how to proceed. Ground rules will be estab¬ 
lished. Advertisements. Resumes. Fewer resumes. 
Interviews. Visitations to parts unknown to receive 
hands-on info about the applicants. 

Then, a list of finalists - probably three or so for 
Ameruoso to consider. 

The choice. 

For the superintendent’s job, most of the above 
applies, except the elected School Committee pos¬ 
sesses the hiring power. The current nuances 
amongst committee members concerning Ameruoso’s 
successor 16 months before he retires may change 
over the course of time, especially when you consider 
that all seven members are facing re-election in 2001. 

While it may seem a long time from now, the begin¬ 
ning of the election campaign has a way of creeping 
up on us all. Let there be no doubt, a major issue for 
anyone seeking a seat on the School Committee next 
fall will be the selection of the next superintendent of 
schools. 

But with Cavallo retiring at the end of June, the first 
order of business is the new High School principal. 
Let’s keep it in-house. We have qualified people out 
there who can do the job. 

Much more on this later.

Berkshire Power & Six 
Flags Have A Responsibility 

To The Editor: 

/ read with interest a recent newspaper article 
informing us that our town is in need of a new fire 
truck at the cost of $750,000.00. The reason tor the 
new truck is because of the necessity of the new 
piece of safety equipment needed for Berkshire 
Power and Six Fiags. 

I wholeheartedly support anything necessary to 
maintain and improve public safety, so I fully support 
the purchase of the new fire truck. However, while we 
consider the need of the new equipment, we shouid 
also be reminded of why the equipment is needed 
and who should be responsible to pay for it. Our elect¬ 
ed officials should explore any opportunity that arises 
which could help relieve the tax burden on our tax¬ 
payers. Such as opportunity may possibiy exist 
regarding the fire truck. 

I would like to remind our elected administration 
and city council that there still exists an agreement 
between our Zoning Board of Appeals and Berkshire 
Power that behooves Berkshire Power to pay for any 
equipment needed as a result of the plant. Condition 
#13 of the agreement states, “Should the fire chief

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deem additional equipment to be necessary to protect 
the town, the company (Berkshire Power) SHALL 
supply said requested additional safety equipment.” 

While our past administration, along with some of 
our past and stilt-present councilors, has condoned 
Berkshire Power’s violation of many of the conditions 
of the agreement, the present administration and 
council can make sure the agreement is adhered to. 
Condition #13 and Berkshire Power's responsibility to 
supply the fire truck can and should be enforced. 
Keep in mind, one of Berkshire Power’s reasons, and 
the Energy Facilities Siting Board’s excuses, for over¬ 
riding our zoning laws was based, in part, on the 
agreeement with our Zoning Board and condition #13. 

In terms of Six Flags, they, in a sense, are also 
responsible for our need of the new fire truck. The 
expansion and installation of new and higher struc¬ 
tures at the park has forced the need of newer equip¬ 
ment to handle any emergencies that might occur on 
the new structures. In spite of the traffic problems. Six 
Flags, unlike Berkshire Power, has tried their best to 
be good neighbors. 

Six Flags, though, can further show their neighbor¬ 
liness by helping to contribute to the new fire truck. 
After all, the people of Agawam did not ask Six Flags 
to add potential safety problems by expanding and 
adding higher and larger structures so that Six Flags 
could make higher and larger profits. 

In short. Berkshire Power has a state-ordered 
mandate and Six Flags has a moral obligation to pro¬ 
vide the new fire truck at no cost to Agawam’s tax¬ 
payers. Hopefully, our city council will consider the 
thoughts made by a lowly citizen such as myself and 
at least explore any suggestions. After all, a past 
council did and it paid off big for Agawam. 

Case in point, remember when Berkshire Power, 
with the help of our former Mayor and his council 
cohorts, almost got away with an $800,000.00 in lieu 
of tax payment? It is because a past council listened 
to others, and myself, that we are now receiving over 
$3,000,000.00 in actual taxes.

Education is a lifelong experience and if we can pro¬ 
vide our children with a more fulfilling education, then 
we are providing them with everything ! 

By referring to a full-day kindergarten as “social 
welfare” is a disgrace. No one has said that by adding 
full-day kindergarten classes our taxes will go up or 
that something will be “taken away” from the other 
grades. Agawam has done a fine Job in not raising our 
taxes and by working within a budget. Adding more 
full-day kindergarten classes can be worked into the 
budget just like any school improvement would be. 

What has to be taken away to make improvements 
to our school system? Our children deserve the best 
education that we can provide, not just as individuals, 
but as a community. The educational demands are 
higher today than they were several years ago and 
children are learning more at an earlier age, so what 
we are trying to accomplish is simply to give them 
more time to learn and to make their transition into the 
higher grades easier. 

I am a stay-at-home mom. I have three children, 
two of whom are in the Agawam School System. I am 
very proud of the Agawam School System, but 1 think 
that it can improve. Adding more full-day kindergarten 
programs is important and definitely a step in the right 
direction. 

1 love my children and I am so grateful for and love 
the time I am able to spend with them, but I also 
believe in education and I think a child’s education is 
extremely important from birth on up, as high as they 
want to fake if. Thank goodness Agawam has won¬ 
derful kindergarten teachers who have been a terrific

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job fitting a full-time curriculum into two hours a day. 
Shouldn’t we consider that? They have two hours a 
day (that is two hours for the AM class and then two 
hours for the PM class) to teach 20 kids reading, writ¬ 
ing, arithmetic and fit in science, social studies, art, 
music, and physical education to meet the require¬ 
ments for first grade.

We recently went to a 
restaurant in Southwick that we hadn’t been to in 
years. A year or two ago Southwick surveyed its citi¬ 
zens and found that two-thirds or so were in favor of 
a smoking ban in restaurants. Southwick officials, in 
their infinite wisdom, decided not to force restaurants 
to prohibit smoking. Rather, they felt that each restau¬ 
rant should make its own decision, assuming that 
restaurants would voluntarily institute a ban if their 
customers complained enough. 
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Well, apparently the customers of the Southwick 
restaurant that my wife and I went to recently didn’t 
complain enough because the sign that we saw upon 
entering the restaurant said; NOTICE; THIS ESTAB¬ 
LISHMENT ALLOWS SMOKING. SECONDHAND 
SMOKE IS HAZARDOUS TO YOUR HEALTH. 

Fortunately, our officials mandated that all Agawam 
restaurants must comply with our ban. I congratulated 
our councilors for that move a year ago and, after a 
satisfying year of smoke-free dining, would like to 
commend them again now for doing the right thing— 
protecting our citizens’ health..

A Recommended Vaccine 
For College-Bound Students 

To The Editor: 

Dear Parents/Guardians Of Graduating Seniors: 

On October 20, 1999, the Advisory Committee of 
Immunization Practices (ACIP) recommended that 
medical care providers provide information to stu¬ 
dents and their parents about meningocccca! disease 
and the benefits of vaccination. It is not mandatory for 
entrance into college; however, some colleges are 
highly recommending it. 

Meningococcal disease is caused by the bacterium 
neisseria meningitidis. It can cause meningitis and 
meningococcemia. Meningitis is an infection of the 
tissue surrounding the brain and spinal cord. 
Meningococcemia is an infection in the blood and 
possibly other organs. 

The bacteria is spread from a person’s saliva. 
Activities that this may include are kissing, sneezing, 
coughing, sharing water bottles, sharing eating or 
drinking utensils, and sharing cigarettes. 

Therefore, college students living in dormitories 
are at greater risk simply due to their activities. It is 
then advisable to contact your child’s physician for 
availability of this vaccine. 

The vaccine is called menomune and is available 
from Pasteur Merieux Connaught in a single dose 
injection. The vaccine is 90-percent effective against 
four of the most popular strains of meningococcal dis¬ 
ease: serogroups A, C, Y, and W-135. However, it is 
not effective against serogroup B, which causes 
about one-third of the cases nationally.

all,” Mirreo said. “I’m sure there would be bonding and 
there are many things the town \s \n the process o1 
doing, but something has to be done.” 

Most Feeding Hills residents’ septic systems are 
approaching the 20-25 year-old mark, which is the 
average lifespan of a system. 

“I think many systems are failing in the area,” 
Mineo said. “But I don’t think people want to come out 
and say they have a failing system because Randy 
White (Health Department Director) will come out and 
tell them to fix it.” 

Bringing sewers to sewerless neighborhoods in 
Feeding Hills is a lengthy process. 

“It isn’t going to happen overnight,” Cohen said. 
“But, it also isn’t on the backburner. We’ll work until 
it’s complete.” 

Cohen said health and environmental concerns are 
a key factor for the area. 

“People who have lived there for a while and have 
tried to sell their home know it’s a problem with Title 
Five,” he added. 

Agawam’s Capital Improvement plans call for 
design of the project in 2001 and bonding in 2004. By 
then, costs may change. 

“It’s $30 million now,” Mineo said. “If we don’t start 
until 2004, people have to understand there will be a 
price increase by then.” 

Mineo said he has repaired his own system and 
has supported the project for a long time. 

“I’m probably one of the biggest advocates,” he 
said. “It’s not that easy, but we keep trying.” 

Tighe & Bond came up with 10 tasks to complete

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Tips On How To Relax... 


QUESTION; After a long day, I am so stressed that 
I have trouble relaxing. Any suggestions? 

ANSWER; The first important step is to take off 
your shoes, put on comfortable clothes, some soft 
background music, and take five minutes for deep 
breaths in a favorite spot of your home or yard. 

Yoga stretches have been proven to help relieve 
stress, so doing a few easy basic exercises can help. 
Here are few suggestions: 

(1) Stand about one foot away from the front of a 
chair, placing your right foot flat on the seat and your 
left foot flat on the ground (even with your hip). Bend 
your right knee and lunge fonvard to stretch the ham¬ 
string muscle of your left leg. Repeat for the right leg. 

(2) Sit on the chair and bend forward between both 
legs and drop your head down to stretch your back. 

(3) Lie down on your back with your hands at your 
side. Bend your knees and bring your feet towards 
your pelvis so that they are in line with your knees and 
shoulders. Let your knees drop to each side. 

(4) While still on the floor, bend knees to your chest 
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and push your heels up towards the ceiling. 

(5) Sit up and reach your right arm over your head 
for a side stretch; now repeat with your left arm. 

(6) Roll and circle your head to release neck ten¬ 
sion. 

Another stress reducer is a foot massage. Apply 
foot lotion with menthol or peppermint to your right 
foot. Brace your right foot with your right hand by hold¬ 
ing your ankle and place the thumb of your left hand 
on the sole of your foot near the heel. 

Using the pad of your thumb, apply even pressure 
and “finger-walk” forward in a caterpillar-like motion to 
the base of your toes. Repeat until your whole sole 
has been done, and repeat on the top of your foot (fin¬ 
ishing with toe massaging). Use both thumbs to mas¬ 
sage the ankle, then repeat for the other foot. Enjoy 
an extra special treat by massaging the leg with the 
great minty foot lotion. 

Last, give yourself a great head massage. 
Shampoo your hair as usual. Apply a deep condition¬ 
er to your hair and massage into your scalp as fol¬ 
lows: using the pads of your fingers; start at your tem¬ 
ple and move back toward the crown with a circular 
rocking motion with firm but gentle pressure. 

Work your fingers around your scalp, until you feel 
relaxed. From your crown, move down towards the 
nape of your neck and up along the sides of your 
head. Finish with a warm rinse, followed by a cool 
down.

Failure to license a dog 
shail result in a fine of $25 
payable to the Agawam 
Collector’s Office.

Pompeii Pizza 

9 Norman St., West Springfield 

An informal dining environment does not necessarily indicate that the food will not be something spe¬ 
cial. That is definitely the case with Pompeii Pizza, a tiny restaurant located off of Memorial Avenue on 
Norman Street in West Springfield. This unassuming space with just half a dozen tables offers a culi¬ 
nary experience that is out of the ordinary. 

Run by the former owner of the exemplary Martini’s Restaurant of Northampton, Pompeii serves 
lunches and dinners which range from pizza and grinders to entrees such as Mediterranean Special 
(chicken, spinach, mushrooms in sweet plum tomato sauce with feta cheese and linguine for $6.95 
lunch/$8.95 dinner) to Salmon Risotto (salmon, shallots, bell peppers, mushrooms, tomatoes, lemon, 
capers, rice, and parmesan cheese for $9.95). 

Other options include Beef Bolognaise {$5.95/$7.95), Cajun Scallop & Chicken ($10.95) Blackened 
Catfish (($10.95), Lasagna of the Day ($7.95), Veal Marsala ($10.95), and Chicken Broccoli Alfredo 
($6.95/$9.95). Pita Pocket sandwiches, Burritos, Gyros, and Salads are also available, along with home¬ 
made soups, BBQ wings, and side orders of Garlic Bread, French Fries, and Mozzarella Sticks. 

We opted for “light” fare, rather than dinner entrees, choosing pizza, a caizone, and a panini. 

My Caizone Pompeii ($6.95) completely covered a large oval platter. The freshly baked dough 
encased a luscious filling of melted mozzarella and gorgonzola cheeses, roast beef, sliced mushrooms, 

and a little marinara sauce. While the colossal portion was intimidating, it was hard to resist eating every 
scrumptious bite. 

The Chicken Panini ($5.50) was not your ordinary sandwich. Composed of grilled seasoned chicken 
and vegetables (eggplant, zucchini, and bell peppers) on fresh baked bread, the Panini filled a large 
paper plate. It was a delicious meal in itself, and too filling for the younger diner who ordered It. He was 
happy to have the rest packaged for another meal (or two)! 

Two members of our party split a small cheese and pepperoni pizza ($6.35). The 12-inch pie boast¬ 
ed a crust that was not crisp and not doughy - rather, “just perfect,” according to my companions. A well- 

balanced tomato sauce, plenty of gooey mozzarella cheese and spicy pepperoni slices made this a sat¬ 
isfying choice. 

Several dessert selections were available, including baklava and chocolate cake, but we were unable 

to find room for these sweet temptations. However, with all of the menu items we have yet to try we will 
definitely return. 

Pompeii offers delivery service to West Springfield, Agawam, and Feeding Hills. Their hours of oper¬ 
ation are Monday-Thursday, 11 a.m.-IO p.m., Friday and Saturday, 11 a.m.-midnight, and Sunday, 12 

noon-9 p.m. Pompeii Pizza is located at 9 Norman Street in IVesf Springfield and can be reached at

Ten Reasons To Believe That Jesus 
Rose From The Dead (Part One) 

Among the features which distinguish the Christian 
faith from all the other religions of the world, one 
which truly stands out is the fact that our Founder is 
still alive. Siddharta Gautama (563-483 B.C.), the 
founder of Buddhism, Confucius (551-479 B.C.), and 
Muhammad (570-632) are similar to Jesus in that they 
founded religions, but they all differ as well from 
Jesus Christ, because they are dead and He is not. 

That Jesus was raised from death on the first 
Easter Sunday morning may not sound like news to 
many; but how many people appreciate that it actual¬ 
ly happened? Each of us can test ourselves to deter¬ 
mine if we really believe that Jesus Christ was actual¬ 
ly, literately, raised from death on Easter Sunday. The 
test is simple, and can be taken at home; are our lives 
affected by Jesus’ resurrection? If our lives are affect¬ 
ed by Jesus’ resurrection, so that we have accepted 
Him as our personal Savior and embraced Him as our 
Lord, seeking to live according to God’s will every day, 
then we can honestly say we truly believe Jesus was 
resurrected on the first Easter Sunday almost 2000 
years ago. 

It may be that some of us are like the father in Mark 
chapter 9, who when challenged by Jesus cried out, “I 
do have faithJ Help me to have even more.” 
Fortunately, for those with open minds and sincere 
questions, it can be demonstrated that Jesus was 
actually, literally, raised from the dead. To those who 
would say, “Don’t confuse me with the facts; my 
mind’s made up,” as Jesus once commented in a 
parable, “If they won’t listen to Moses and the 
prophets, they won't listen even to someone who 
comes back from the dead.” 

The resurrection of Jesus Christ is more than just 
the Church’s statement of faith; it is historically prov¬ 
able. Proving something historically is different from 
proving something mathematically or scientifically. 
Math and science facts are proven by repeating 
experiments over and over again, and seeing if the 
same result keeps occurring. For example, two plus 
two always equals four, and water always boils at 212 
degrees. Obviously, we cannot subject the resurrec¬ 
tion of Jesus Christ to multiple re-testing, but never¬ 
theless we can still prove that it happened. We do so 
by determining whether or not the historical facts are 
sufficient to demonstrate the accuracy of the claim 
that Jesus Christ was raised from death.

The first evidence to consider may seem either pre¬ 
liminary, or even foolish, to ponder. The first evidence 
is that Jesus Christ died on the cross, as the Bible 
records He did. Some people might think that’s a 
given, but there are some people who put forth the 
theory that Jesus did not really die on Good Friday, 
and that’s why His tomb was empty on Easter 
Sunday. This theory is variously known as The 
Passover Plot or the Swoon Theory. It is suggested 
that Jesus only fainted on the cross, and that He was 
laid in the tomb, where He rested on the cool slab of 
rock, until He recovered from His injuries, got up, 
somehow pushed the rock away from the entrance to 
the tomb, and walked away. While it is gratifying that 
those who propose this idea tacitly affirm that Jesus’ 
tomb was indeed empty, they nonetheless overlook a 
few facts. 

No one denies that Jesus was publicly arrested, 
and that through a series of events was turned over to 
the Roman government to be executed. The Roman 
government did many things well, among them they 
excelled at executing those they considered to be 
criminals. It is preposterous to suggest that the 
Roman executioners “screwed up” Jesus’ execution. 
Indeed if they did, it was the one and only time, but of 
thousands of such executions, that they let a person 
live through it. Crucifixion itself is an horrendous expe¬ 
rience, far too gruesome to describe here, but suffice 
it to say one would need more than just a couple of 
days of recovery to get over it, in the impossible event 
one actually survived it. Jesus died on Good Friday. 

The second piece of evidence to consider is that 
the Roman government secured Jesus’ gravesite. 
The Jewish religious leaders did not want to take any 
chances, and apparently some of them had heard 
Jesus’ statements that He would rise from death after 
three days. Ironically, the religious leaders either had 
more faith or more understanding about this than 
Jesus’ disciples. Every time Jesus said anything to 
His disciples predicting His resurrection, the Bible 
says the disciples didn’t understand what He was talk¬ 
ing about. In order to prevent any “news” from hap¬ 
pening, the official seal of the Roman government 
was attached to the tomb so that no one would dare 
to tamper with it. To defy the order of the Roman gov¬ 
ernment was to take one’s life in one’s hands. Who 
was available to tamper with Jesus’ tomb? His disci¬ 
ples were either too exhausted or too depressed or 
both. The Jewish religious leaders certainly had no 
interest nor inclination to tamper with Jesus’ tomb.

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MCAD. Absent tolling of the statute for some reason, 
failure to file a charge with MCAD within six months of 
the discriminatory event is fatal to the claim. After fil¬ 
ing, the complaining party either may remove the mat¬ 
ter from the MCAD and institute a civil action in 
Superior Court, or remain at the MCAD for an admin¬ 
istrative adjudicatory process. 

Claims in court must be filed within three years of 
the discriminatory event even if the charge is still 
pending at the MCAD. Thus, a complaintant who 
wants to proceed in court must affirmatively remove 
the case from the MCAD within that time period or 
lose the option. Loss of the option can be serious, 
since only a court is empowered to award punitive 
damages (or, in age cases, multiple damages). Many 
litigants are unaware of these deadlines, and so fail 
adequately to preserve their rights to a judicial forum 
to hear the merits of their claims. 

Virtually all private employers in Massachusetts 
who employ six or more persons are subject to the 
provisions of Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 
151B. Public employers are included regardless of the 
number of people employed. Only social clubs or fra¬ 
ternal associations that are nonprofit are exempt. 
Religious institutions and charitable or educational 
organizations operated by religious organizations are 
within the scope of Chapter 151B, although some of 
their employment-related actions are protected from 
scrutiny. 

Where two parties share control over an individ¬ 
ual’s employment they may be considered joint 
employers and held jointly and severely liable for vio¬ 
lations of Chapter 151B. Typically, the joint employer 
theory is applicable where an individual is paid by one 
party to perform work under contract for another. The 
Massachusetts Commission Against Discrimination in 
Stanley v. Gillette Co. . 2 Mass. Discrim. L. Rep. 1203 
(1980) recognized the joint employer theory and 
adopted the standard used by the National Labor 
Relations Board. 

A finding of joint employer liability rests upon a fac¬ 
tual determination of such factors as whether that 
employer has control over the employee’s work or 
directs the employee in the details of work, and 
whether that employer has the authority to discharge 
the employee. The issuance of a paycheck is only one 
factor and is not determinative.

The Fair Employment Practices Act... 

The Fair Employment Practices Act is found at 
Chapter 151B of the Massachusetts General Laws 
and was enacted in 1946. At that time only discrimi¬ 
nation on the basis of race, religion and national ori¬ 
gin or ancestry were prohibited. Today, Chapter 151B 
is an extremely broad statute reaching virtually every 
aspect of the employment relationship. 

The law governs the conduct of employers, 
employment agencies and labor organizations in job 
advertisements or solicitations, hiring, discharge, 
compensation or any other term or condition of 
employment, membership rights in a labor organiza¬ 
tion, and record keeping. Discrimination on the basis 
of race, color, religious creed, national origin, ances¬ 
try, sex, sexual orientation, age or handicap status is 
prohibited. Sexual harassment also is prohibited as 
are certain pre-employment inquiries regarding crimi¬ 
nal history and prior psychiatric hospitalization. 

The law prohibits any person from aiding, abetting, 
inciting, compelling or coercing the doing of any act 
prohibited by Chapter 151B; or from coercing, inter¬ 
fering, intimidating or threatening another in the exer¬ 
cise of rights protected by the Chapter. It is also illegal 
to retaliate against an individual because of his oppo¬ 
sition to prohibited practices or participation in 
Massachusetts Commission Against Discrimination 
(MCAD) proceedings. 

The statute provides a comprehensive enforce¬ 
ment scheme with provisions for both administrative 
enforcement in an adjudicatory proceeding and a pri¬ 
vate right of action in court. The MCAD is charged 
with primary enforcement responsibility; it has both 
investigatory and adjudicatory powers. 

All complaints alleging a violation of Chapter 151B 
must commence with the filing of a complaint with the

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Making The Most Of 
Your IRA In Retirement 

(Part 2 Of 2 ) 

TO CONVERT OR NOT TO CONVERT... 

If you own a traditional IRA and are at or near 
retirement, you may be tempted to convert it to a Roth 
IRA for the Roth’s tax-free withdrawal benefits. Yet 
doing so may not necessarily be in your best financial 
interest. Before deciding to convert, ask yourself the 
following: 

* Do you want to contribute to your IRA beyond 
age 70-1/2? Even though a traditional IRA requires 
distributions to begin after age 70-1/2, you can con¬ 
tinue contributing up to $2,000 annually to a Roth IRA 
at any age, as long as your earned income is at least 
equal to the amount contributed. This option may be 
beneficial if you plan on continuing in a part-time job 
after retirement. 

If you’ve already entered the year in which you turn 
70-1/2, you can’t escape your first, mandatory with¬ 
drawal from a traditional IRA, but you may be able to 
convert the remainder of your traditional IRA into a 
Roth IRA. 

* Do you want to pass your IRA on to your 
heirs? If you intend to leave the money in your 11^ to 
your heirs, you may want to consider converting to a 
Roth IRA, since the distributions to your heirs will not 
be income taxable. And, the account will continue to 
grow tax-deferred for your beneficiaries without 
requiring you to take mandatory withdrawals at age 
70-1/2. 

When considering an IRA conversion of any kind, 
be sure to remember that money converted from a 
traditional IRA to a Roth IRA will be taxed as current 
income. If you’re close to the top of your tax bracket 
range, the added income from the IRA could push you 
into a higher bracket, possibly causing problems 
beyond just having a higher tax bill. For example, if 
you have a child in college, the rise in your income 
caused by an IRA rollover might push you out of 
allowable limits for student aid. 

If the prospect of paying taxes on a large, tradi¬ 
tional IRA balance all at once keeps you from con¬ 
verting to a Roth IRA, keep in mind you can convert 
to a Roth gradually, over a number of years. Because 
you’ll want to ensure that the income taxes you’ll pay 
now don’t potentially outweigh potential future earn¬ 
ings, consult with your tax advisor for guidance on 
your specific situation. 

PLAN YOUR WITHDRAWALS CAREFULLY... 

Deciding when to begin withdrawing from your IRA 
and who to name as the beneficiary can be important 
in your overall estate plan. For example, if your tradi¬ 
tional IRA is sizable, and you make a large withdraw¬ 
al, you might save on estate taxes but may also incur 
a large income tax bite now. 

It’s important to determine if your particular situa¬ 
tion calls for making steady withdrawals over time, or 
allowing the funds to grow tax-deferred. 

No matter what type of IRA you own, be sure your 
beneficiary designations are in accord with your will or 
other estate-planning documents. IRA beneficiary 
designations supercede estate planning documents, 
so be sure your beneficiaries match.

Because the rules governing IRAs are complex, 
you may want to seek the advice of a professional 
investment advisor, tax advisor, and estate-planning 
attorney when considering all of your IRA options.

Collecting Child Support 

Q. In 1996, my husband was ordered to pay me 
$200 per week for the support of our two minor chil¬ 
dren. He is often late in his payments and sometimes 
misses payments, ar»d on occasion bounces a check. 
Is there an agency that can collect my child support 
for me from my ex-husband? 

A. Yes. Federal and state laws now require every 
state to have one place that collects information from 
everyone who has a child support order. In 
Massachusetts, the Child Support Enforcement 
Division of the Department of Revenue (DOR) will col¬ 
lect this information. 

You may become a customer of the Department of 
Revenue by completing a Child Support Case 
Information Form and Child Support Enforcement 
Services Application Form. In fact, everyone seeking 
or paying child support must fill out sections 1-5 of the 
Application Form and sign section 7. Your address 
can be safeguarded if the Risk of Harm section 
applies to you. 

The instruction sheet of the Application states what 
the DOR will do with the information on this form: 

“1. Keep it in the Massachusetts Child Support 
Case Registry. 

DOR will keep your information in the 
Massachusetts Child Support Case Registry. The 
Massachusetts Child Support Case Registry will con¬ 
tain information about all child support orders entered 
by Massachusetts courts. 

The information in this registry will be given to the 
federal case registry and used to establish paternity, 
and to establish, modify and enforce child support 
obligations. This information may also be used to 
determine and enforce other parental rights. 

2. Receive and send out all child support payments 
made by wage withholding. 

Federal and state laws require that employers 
send all child support payments made by wage with¬ 
holding to one place. Massachusetts has selected 
DOR to process these payments. DOR will then send 
the payments to the custodial parent. DOR must 
receive and send out all child support paid through 
wage withholding even if you do not apply for servic¬ 
es. 

3. Use it to provide additional child support servic¬ 
es to customers who apply. 

DOR provides additional child support services to 
customers who apply for services without any cost to 
you except for genetic marker testing. DOR will work 
to establish, modify and enforce a child support order, 
and to collect any past-due child support owed to you. 
Other services include: locating the other parent, 
establishing paternity, establishing and enforcing a 
medical insurance order, keeping track of any 
changes in employment and keeping employers 
informed about wage assignments. 

4. Update your address so that you can be notified 
of any future child support actions. 

You must notify DOR of any changes to your 
address, telephone number and employment. The 
address information that you give us will be used to 
notify you about future court actions in your case. 

If you do not let DOR know when your address has 
changed, a notice of court action may not reach you. 
As a result, a court may make changes to your order, 
including the amount of your child support order, 
without your knowledge. While you may use a post 
office box as your mailing address, you must also give 
DOR your residential address. 

However, the customer should be aware that this 
system is not perfect and the customer must be will¬ 
ing to deal with a DOR representative on the tele¬ 
phone and through letter writing. 

You should discuss these issues with your Divorce 
Attorney whether this DOR Collection Service is 
appropriate for you.

A trauma like a fracture acutely reminds us about 
the importance of balance. However, often in life we 
damage our bodies by being “unbalanced.” If we’re 
carrying extra weight in our stomach, the body tends 
to compensate by leaning backward more to counter- 
a'ct the weight. This creates more stress on the low 
back spine by compressing the Joints. This can create 

chronic low back pain, which is increased with stand¬ 
ing. 

Poor posture can create an imbalance in the neck, 
mid back, and low back, causing headaches, neck, 
mid back, and low back pain. Repetitious activity or 
overuse can create unequal strength, causing the 
muscles to become unbalanced.

“Funny Flicks 1” - Steve Martin... 


This is the first in a series of articles that focuses on 
comedy films as well as veteran actors from the 
genre. This week I’ve selected some early films from 
comedy icon Steve Martin. 

* “The Jerk”: 1979. Rated R. 

The Jerk” is one of Steve Martin’s first major 
motion picture appearances. As one may or may not 
infer from the title, the story is absurd and the plot 
completely ludicrous. This, of course, was done inten¬ 
tionally by director Carl Reiner. 

Reiner was totally aware that Martin thrives under 
these conditions and (in an effort to maximize Martin’s 
humor) put him in the title role. He plays the child of 
black parents and eventually falls for co-star 
Bernadette Peters’ character. Much of the humor is 
derived from his zany relationship with her as well as 
the very formulaic - but successful - rags-to-riches 
plotline. 

The submersion of such a structured storyline into 
the realm of comedy gives the film a new and refresh¬ 
ing twist. Martin’s performance is a loony as it gets, 
and he, consequently, delivers the laughs consistent¬ 
ly throughout the film. Reiner’s direction also plays a 
role in the success of the picture, in that he seems to 
have a knack for exploiting the on-screen chemistry 
between Martin and the other central characters. 

I would like to stress that children should not watch 
this film due to strong adult language and the mature 
level of comedy. Adults, however, who even remotely 
enjoy the later works of Martin, will enjoy this one for 
the same reasons. 3 STARS. 

* “The Man With Two Brains”: 1983. Rated R. 

Director Cad Reiner again teams with Steve Martin 
in yet another farce with co-star Kathleen Turner. If 
you tooughX “The JerW was funny, then you are sure 
to enjoy this one. Martin plays Dr. Hfrrrrr (not a typo, 
folks!), a brain surgeon who hopes to transplant his 
comatose wife’s brain into a healthy and beautiful 
body. 

This is the central focus of the comedy in the film; 
the doctor’s search for a suitable host body. It is sur¬ 
prising how well Martin and Turner work on screen 
together (not a pairing one would normally consider

Although the plot is moronically simple, Reiner 
does somehow create empathy for Martin’s charac¬ 
ter’s plight, as warped as it is. This is the sole reason 
the film is watchable. 

The resolution to the film is also quite predictable. 
As a result, what engrosses the viewer isn’t how the 
movie will end, but how the plot will progress to lead 
to that conclusion. 

So, if you are looking for an intellectual experience, 
then steer clear of this one. If you are looking for 
mindless humor, then this one is a perfect choice 
because you don’t even need to use your one brain to 
follow the “brainless” humor of a man with two! 3

• “Three Amigos”: 1986. Rated PG. 

Another reputable director, John Landis (whose 
works include 198Ts “An American Werewolf In 
London” and Michael J?ckson’s acclaimed 1983 
music video for the title track of his mega-hit album 
“Thriller”), takes the helm of this parody-of-sorts of 
silent film stars. Comedy veterans Chevy Chase and 
Martin Short make up two-thirds of the title characters 
with, of course, Steve Martin. 

The film deals with three actors whose film roles 
suddenly become reality when a Mexican town is ter¬ 
rorized by the wretched El Guapo and his gang of 
cronies. The film stars are summoned by the people 
of this town, who assume that the trio really are the 
people they portray in their films - The Three Amigos. 
Out of work, the three decide to help and, as a result, 
the comedy really hits the mark. Also appearing in the 
film are Joe Montegna and John Lovitz. 

Given the fact that Martin, Chase, and Short could 
make any subject matter funny; the film relies heavily 
upon them to generate the humor. I hesitate to con¬ 
sider this a flaw because they are, after all, the three 
lead characters and the only reason most ever want¬ 
ed to see this movie to begin with. Look for the scene 
where Martin is on the rooftop in his boxer shorts; the 
scene in the desert where the three are joined by an 
entourage of wild animals; and the appearance of the 
“invisible swordsman.” These moments alone make 
the film worthy of a repeat viewing next time'Vou are 
at the video store. 3 STARS.

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Daggett’s Men 
Gymnasts Compete At 
State Championships 

The men’s gymnastics team from Tim Daggett 
Gold Medal Gymnastics of Agawam competed in the 
Massachusetts State Championship on March 18th, 
with members Alan Parsons and R.J. Heflin taking 
state titles in Class 1 and Class 2, respectively. 

The meet, held at Sterling Gymnastics Academy in 
Sterling, MA, brought together the state’s best gym¬ 
nasts in the USA Gymnastics Junior Olympic 
Program. Leaders qualified to move onto further com¬ 
petition at the New England-New York Regional 
Championships to be held later this month. 

Alan Parsons of Suffield, CT, earned the top spot in 
the highest skill level. Taking first on floor with an 
8.70, two seconds on Pommel Horse and Vault, and 
two thirds on Parallel Bars and High Bar, his 51.10 
total carried him to the All-Around win.

His 
best individual event was Pommel Horse, where he 
scored a 9.60. 

Steve Gaudette of West Springfield, competing in 
Class 1, took fourth on three events - Rings, Vault, 
and Parallel Bars - and came in sixth in the All- 
Around. 

Two other athletes did well in Class 2. Mike Marino 
of Ellington, CT, won Parallel Bars, scoring 8.40; third 
on Rings with an 8:60; and fourth In the All-Around. 

Eric Vorrasi took third place on Pommel Horse with 
an 8.90, then placed fourth on Rings, Vault, and High 
Bar. This consistency helped him to keep third in the 
All-Around with his 48.60 total. 

In Class 3, Mark Parzych of Springfield had his 
best individual event on Floor, scoring 8.90 and taking 
second place.
